Dr. Hall left five years ago as a 
missionary of the Wesleyan Methodist 
church and travelled through Canada, 
the west coast of this country, Aus- 
tralia, India, the Philippines, Borneo, 
and New Guinea, discovering In the 
latter place the tribe which, he says, 
had never been heard of until he went 
there. 

“With the son of the Dutch gover- 
nor of the iskind, another white man 
and several native soldiers, we took 
canoes at the mouth of the Ply river, 
in New Guinea, and for nearly four 
days followed the river to a point 800 
miles inland known as Manork, the 
noine of the Manorki, a tribe of head- 
hunters, where we landed,” he sald. 

“Preceded by choppers, who cleared 
a path for us through the jungle, we 


travelled for five days up the moun- |

“On the fifth day after we left 
Manork, and nearly a day's journey 


from the nearest tribe, we found the 
new people.

“Later we saw several of these wo- 
men, all clad in a single piece skirt, 
slit at one side and made of fibre and 
bark, and we were unable to get close 
to them.

that they existed chiefly on fruits and 
roots. They are very timid and live 
in constant fear of their head-hunting 
neighbors.

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THE CASE AGAINST 
CENTRALIZATION, 

Comparison of statements by leading imperialists in 
Great Britain and of Mr. Borden in Canada leads irresistibly 
io {wo conclusions—that Mr. Borden is absolutely wrong in 
his centralizing naval policy “and that’ his whole trend of 
thought is of a reactionary nature, repellent to the mother 
country as well as to Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa. Mr. Borden has out-toried the tories in his anxiety 
to get back to conditions which made the Family Compact a 
name of evil repute in Canada. 

Mr. Richard Jebb, the famous English naval and im- 
perial authority, on November 4th issued an appeal to the 
British admiralty to abandon “Its present policy of naval 
centralization and return to the plan of well-organized co- 
operative alliance as laid down in the admiralty memorandum 
io Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 1909.” 

Proceeding, Mr. Jebb says: ‘Free choice for Britain and 
compulsory choice for the dominions. Is that their prescrip- 
tion for securing unity of the empire until federation? The 
difference between ‘may’ and ‘shall’ is just the difference 
between the late liberty which made and sustained the present 
empire and the new intolerance which by the abuse of loyalty 
would turn the dominions into subject countries.” 

Admiral W. H. Henderson—‘Until imperial federation 
is secured, which will, | think, take much longer than ten 
years, the only form of naval policy under existing conditions 
which the motherland and her daughter nations can adopt 
must be on the lines undertaken by the Australian Common- 
wealth... the question is one of ‘no taxation without 
repsesentation,’ by ignoring which we lost the American 
colonies.” 

Admiral Freemantle... “The admiralty at the request 
of the Commonwealth sent out Sir Reginald Henderson to 
conter with the Australian government, and his proposals, 
though thorough and entailing heavy expenditures, were 
accepted by all parties, and were carried out by the labor 
vovernment loyally,.so that the Australian unit is now in a 
fair way to completion, while suitable defence and training 
establishments are being established. © Surely:this isan objec 
lesson ni the right course to adopt, and the enthusiasm of 
naval defence in the Commonwealth is in strong contrast to 
the unfortunate political difficulties in which Premier Borden 
has been involved in his endeavors to meet the admiralty’s 
Views.” 

In the light of these statements how wide of the mark 
are the words of Premier Borden, on the closing day of parlia- 
ment... “In view of the fact that these proposals were 
made by the government of Canada upon.information which 
they had received from the British government through the 
adiniraliy, which they regarded as disclosing grave conditions, 
it may be possible in the future to make right that which has 
been made wrong at the present . . . it is the firm intention 
aid determination of this gevernment . .. to bring dowii at 
a later date proposals for the acquisition or construction of 
three battleships as was proposed in the naval aid bill of 1912. 
.. . Canida will take over and pay for and acquire these 
ships and will place them at the disposal of his majesty the 
king.” 


THE LAW IN CHATEAUGUAY 
AND MACDONALD. 

It will be interesting to watch the efforts of the Tories 
io prevent hearing of the Chateauguay election trial. By in- 
voking every possible legal hindrance to the courts of justice 
they delayed the Macdonald protest from November 18, 1912, 
until November 11, 1913, with the result that for a year the 
riding was misrepresented, with a man sent to parliament by 
such notoriously corrupt methods that even Hon. Mr. Rogers 
did not dare defend them in court. The same ‘Minister of 
Buy-Elections” had charge of Chateauguay. Similar methods 
were practiced by the same men who had worked in Mac- 
donald. Will Hon. Mr. Rogers have the cynical audacity to 
follow the Macdonald precedent throughout? 

It may be possible by a system of filing objections and 
appealing technical decisions from court to court to delay the 
Chateauguay protest until a general election is in sight. Will 
Premier Borden dare again to flout public opinion in this way 
after his pre-election promises ‘To expedite the hearing of 
election petitions . and to provide for the thorough in- 
vestigation of corrupt practices” ? 


A RECORD SPENDER. 

During the first half of the present year the ordinary 
expenditures of the public works department at Ottawa were 
ereater than during the whole of the last year of the liberal 
administration, while the expenditures on capital account 
during the same six months exceeded those of the whole of 
the last liberal year by more than two million dollars. 

Now comes the report from Oitawa that in the estimaies 
being prepared tor the coming year no less than fifty million 
dallirs are to be provided under the head of public works. 
This immense sum will undoubtedly be considerably added to 
by supplementary appropriations betore the next session 

comes 4) a close.

First Thanksgiving Was Day of 
“Comforte and Rejoycing,” 


All over the Untted tSates the festival 
of Thanksgiving will be celebrated today, 
and, in aecordance with the proclamation 
of President Wilson “a people’ wilh “turn 
In pratse and thanksgiving to Almighty God 
for His manifold merefes and blessings to 
us as a nation,” Countless turkeys have 
died’ to make an American holiday, for 
Thanksgiving Day in Uncle Sam’s land has 
become a festival of gustatory delights 
rather than of plely and prayer. 

Thanksgiving Day, now generally ob- 
served in the United States tn Noverber, 
and in Capada in October, dates from the 
early days of the English settlement. of 
North America, The year following the ar- 
rival of the Mayflower, after the first har- 
Vest had been gathered, the ploneers held 
an informal Thanksgiving celebration, 
yee is thus descetbed by Edward Wins- 
OW? 

“Gur harvest being gotten in our gov- 
ernor sent four men on fowling that so we 
Infght after a special manner rejoyee to- 
gether after: we had gathered the fruit 
of our Jabors, The four killed in one day 
az much fowl as with a Tittle help served 
the company. almost a week, At which 
time among other recreations we exercised 
our arms, many of the Indians coming 
Amongst us, and among the rest) their 
greatest king, Massasoyt, with some ninety 
men whom for three days we entertained, 
and feasted: andéthen> they wentiout and 
Killed five deer whieh they brought to the 
plantition and bestowed on) our’ governor 
and upon the captain and. others, And 
although it be not always so plentiful as 
ft was at this thme with us yet by the 
goodness of Gad we are so far from want 


that we often wish ye partakers of our 
plenty.” 
The first offielal Thanksgiving Day, 


proclaimed by Gov, Wradford, followed re- 
Hef from a terrible drought whieh throat- 
ened to reduce the colontsts to starvation, 
This dvought “econtinued> from the third 
week in May Ul about the midle of July, 
without any rain, and with great heat, 
insomuch «as the corn began to wither 
away,” So it came about that “notwith- 
Standing (heir great palnes and industry 
and the great hopes of a large crop,” the 
ploneers were reduced to the brink — of 
despair, “Upon which they set apart a 
solemn day of humiliation to seek the Lord 
by humble and fervent prayer in this great 
distress, And he was pleased to give 
them a gracious and speedy answer both 
to theie own and the Indians admiration, 
that lived amongst them, for all the 
morning and greatest part of the day it 
Was clear weather and very ho’ and net 
a cloud or any sign of rain to be seen, 
yet toward evening if began to overcast 
and shoruy: after to rain, with such sweet 
and gentle showers as gave them cause of 
rejoycing end blessing God It came with 
out cither wind or thunder or any Violence, 
and by degrees ja that abunéanece as that 
the earth was thoroughly wet and soked 
therewith, Which did so apparently re- 
ceive the decayed corn and othe fruits 
as Was wonderful to see and made the 
Indhtns astonished to behold,” 

This timely “rain” saved the plantation 
from destruction, and “eaused a fruitful 
and liberal harvest to thelr no small com. 
fort and rejoyeing,” So, “for which 
merey, the Governor “set apart a day of 
thanksgiving.’ In 1631 the colonists were 
in saved from starvation by the arrival 
of a long-expected vessel, laden with pro- 
Visions, and a day of thanksgiving was 
again prochimed, The custem was taken 
up in New Netherlands, and in 164% Goy, 
Kieft proclaimed a public thanksgiving, on 
account of a Vietory over the Indians, With

A. A. Adee, 71 Today, !s 
Official Giver of Thanks. 


All over the United States today a 
soverelgn pee-pul will give thanks 
for blessings received and hoped for, 
and, although they may not know it, 
they will coincidentally celebrate the 
birthday of the Hon. A. A. Adee, Un- 
cle Sain’s offictal giver of thanks, Of- 
ficlally Alvey Augustus Adee is second 
assistant secretary of slate of the 
United States of America and the tried 
and true wheel horse of the depart- 
ment now presided oyer by the Hon. 
William Jennings Bryan, He will pass 
his 71 milestone today, having been 
born at Astoria, N.¥., Noy. 27, 1842. 
He began his diplomatic career as sec- 
retary of the United States legation in 
Madrid in 1870. Fight years later he 
was made chief of the diplomatic bur- 
eau, and in 1882 he became third as- 
sistant secretary of slate. He was 
promoted to. second assistant in 1886, 
and has held the job eyer since. Pre- 
sidents.and secretaries of state have 
come and gone many times since then, 
but Adee, Hke the babbling brook, goes 
on forever, The — similarity between 
Adee and the babbling brook stops 
right there, however, for the second 
assistant secretary of state has never 
been given to undue loquacity. 

“Adee, acting,” has long been a fa- 
miliar phrase, Whenever the secretary 
of state has a Chautauqua engagement, 
he follows precedent and leaves “Adee, 
acting,” sitting on the state depart- 
ment lid. He knows every cog in the 
machinery of his department, and is 
nbout as near to being indispensable 
ag any man may hope to be. Bicyel- 
ing Is hls principal yvecreation. He al- 
ways rides a “bike” to his office, and 
every year he rans over to Europe and 
spends several weeks wheeling about 
the country. Mr. Adee was the real 
secretary of state for a few days in 
189%, but he was considered too good 
a man to keep in that job, and was 
sent back to Second, assisting. 

For.more thad a quarter of a century 
Mr, .\dee jas been the official thanks 
fiver of. the United Stites government. 
He isan ‘optimist’ and can always 
think of plenty of things to,be thankful 
for, #0 nearly all of the’ spresidents 
since the early 'S)'syhave delegated to 
him the task of preparing a Thanks- 
giving proclamation. * Occasionally 
some chief executive thinks of some- 
thing to give thanks for that Mr. Adee 
has overlooked, and includes the item 
in the document -before appending -his 
official signature, but that is of rare

Passion for Setting Fire to 
Buildings May Be a Fashion 
Ailment, 


People with a passion for violent clothing 
are three-quarters mad, This {3 the dts~ 
covery of the distinguished German mental 
alienist, Dr, Bernard Holtz, and he Is 
backed by other investigators, Generally, 
he declares, fashion and clothes have a 
direct influence on Insanity, 

Dr, Rudolf Foerster, of Berlin, has been 
investigating the same subject, and he has 
just published a book on “The Connection 
of Professions and Fashions With Mental 
Diseases,” Dr, Foerster says it Is a sign 
of progressive paralysis when a man of 
plainilfe takes to dressing himself up like 
an Unter den Linden dude and wears @ 
silk hat, And Dr, Holz suys it is a sure 
sign of paranola when elderly persons show 
a minute geal about their clothing, and 
particularly when two elderly members of 
the same family copy one another's garb. 

“A certain proportion of lunatics,” says 
Dr, Holz, “probably three per cent, owe 
their troubles to the {Influence of fashion; 
that Is, to women’s fashions, This does 
not inelude the vast number upon whom 
fashion acts indirectly Jn an injurious seuse, 
for instance, to tigh-laced women — who 
suffer from hysteria. Hysteria 1s ossen- 
tially a fashion nervous (disease, Also it 
does not include thousands of Indirect vie- 
tims whose nervous systems are under- 
mined through disappolntment with their 
dresmakers, jealousy of other women's 
clothes and inability to pay modistes’ bills, 
if these cases are counted, then a third 
of women Junatics are victims of fashton,” 


Disease of Mind 

When fashion {3 an indirect or contri- 
butory cause of Insanity, Dr, Holz finds 
that It-chiefly produces functional disturb- 
ance3 of the mood, such as undue exalta- 
tlon, undue depression and disease of tho 
will, The cammonest form of Indirectly 
caused fashion insanity {s maniacal depres- 
Sion, Fashtons lunacy seldom appears 
early In life, 

“The groatest of all dangers for woren 
of between 40 and 50,” says Dr, Holtz, 
“is a too minute attention to clothing and 
to changes of mode, When a young 
woman is unreasonably keen on fashion, 
that may mean mental disease; but when 
a wotnan getting on in Ilfe does so, that 
almost certainly means a mind unbalanced, 

“One sign of all half-lunacy {fs an entire 
lack of sympathetic and human Interests 
and a fussy self-concentration on one's 
own petty, often insignificant, needs and 
imagined needs, This concentration {8 
petty and Insignificant when in an elderly 
woman It takes the form of dress, Wo- 
men with grown-up children, perhaps 
grandchildren, who persist In leading fussy, 
‘worldly’. lives, who think only of their 
complexions and their hats, are nearly al- 
ways half way towards insanity,” | : 

With «this view Dr, Foerster’s — book 
agrees, for it notes that insane) women 
often collect vast quantities of useless 
cloling, and spend extravagantly and show 
an unnatural desire to shine in society. 

“The first sign of a normally healthy 
drained organism 13,” says Dr, Holz ‘a con- 
siderable decline of interest in clothes after 
passes 30, When a woman has 
passed 60 a craze for clothing may mean 
premature dementia senilis, A client of 
mine, the brilliant and admired Baroness 
A., who spoke five Janguages and wrote 
attractive verse, suddenly began at the age 
of 70 to study fashion papers, At first 
she discussed the fashions with the bril- 
Nance which she showed for every other 
interest and she began to design her own 
dresses, Vor several weeks she was en- 
trely concentrated in this petty work, Six 
months later she was entirely Imbectite, 
lost {Interest in everything except brighuy 
colored clothing, and within a year was 
dead, 

“In such cases,” says Dr, Wolz, “the 
craze for fashion may be merely a symp- 
tom of insanity whieh already is well under 
way, - But insanity may be caused in per- 
fectly healthy people who pay too much 
attention to clothes, Concentration of the 
mind on one subject; the sight of unat- 
tainable furs and gems; and, above all 
the consclousness of a woman of smal 
means that she appears badiy dressed at 
soclal gatherings—these things have a dis- 
tinetly disorganizing effect upon the nery- 
ous system, 

Strong Women Escape 

“A woman of strong mind escapes this 

peril by keeping to her own class, but if 
ambition is stronger than common sense 
the ceaseless Struggle for fine clothing and 
perpetual self-conseioushess may under- 
mine sound mental health, Probably 
there are other causes, But tt It not 
necessary to assume Inherited or constitu. 
tlonal mental weakness in’ evory case of 
madness brought on by fashion,” 
Dr, Hotz’s experiments with patients and 
animals indieate that possibly colors may 
bave something to do with insanity, He 
holds that blue and violet are “insane,” 
that is erve-disturbing colors, and adds 
that the lunacy rate may be affected by 
fashion when the prevailing mode com- 
pels a particular color to be worn, 

De. Holz tested the pulses and nervous 
reactions of seven women patients when 
handsome colored articles of attire were 
unexpectedly placed before — them, He 
found that, contrary to current belief, red 
and orange do not excite, — Green soothes, 
Dut purple, violet and blue have disturbing 
effects, The eraze for violet, which ts 
common with South German women, may 
he one cause of mental instability,
